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Catholics 
denounce

Khomeini 


NEW YORK. — Catholics share 
Moslem distress over a book perceived as 
an attack on Islam but denounce the 
death threats invoked against the book’s 
author, Cardinal John J. O’Connor of 
New York said Feb. 19. 

The cardinal, at his regular news 
conference at St. Patrick’s Cathedral after 
Mass, responded to questions on. the 
international furor over ‘‘The Satanic 
Verses,’ a novel by British author 
Salman Rushdie condemned by Iranian 
Moslem leaders as blasphemous. 

Iran’s religious leader, Ayatollah 
Khomeini, has demanded that Rushdie 
be assassinated for writing the book, 
which portrays in surrealistic style the 
activities of amimaginary religious leader. 

“T just think it is imperative that the 
Moslems here in New York know that we 
share in their deep distress in the attack 
that had been made on their faith,” 
Cardinal O’Connor said. 

At the same time, however, he added, 
“certainly, we would denounce totally 
death threats or anything of that nature.’’ 

‘But «we deplore’’ the belittling or 
“‘ridicule’’ of anyone’s religion, he said, 
noting that for more than 20 years the 
Catholic Church has recognized the 
validity of some of the religious messages 
of Islam. 

“‘We would like to see Islam respected 
just as much as Catholicism, Christianity 
in general or Judaism,”’ he said. 

Asked about censoring the book, which 
has been banned from some nations, the 
cardinal replied that “‘I don’t deal in 
censorship.’’ Those issues are matters 
involving the Constitution and 
government, he said.

Richard Goodman, chief of 
housing for the City of Oceanside, 
estimated migrant workers to 
number 14,000 in the peak growing 
season from March to September, 
with 10 percent remaining 
throughout the year.

| Force for the Homeless, which also 
includes Franciscan Father Evan 
Howard, superior of Mission San 
Luis Rey; Deacon Harold Kutler, 
who operates Brother Benno’s 
Kitchen, a facility that provides free 
evening meals and clothing to the 
needy; and Mary Lou Sauerborn, 
director of Catholic Community 
Services Ecumenical Services Center. 

Lucy Chavez, Oceanside deputy

Bishops’ collection to aid Third World countries

The annual collection for the American Bishops’ 
Overseas Appeal, which assists needy people in Third 
World countries, wi!l be taken in churches throughout the 
diocese March 5. 

Catholic Relief Services, U.S. Catholics’ overseas aid 
and development agency, received 80 percent of last 
year’s collection, which totaled $12 million nationally, the 
ABOA reported. 


In his letter to be read at Masses Feb. 25 and 26, 


Bishop Leo T. Maher said CRS ‘‘is one of the most 
effective voluntary agencies involved in overseas relief 
and development assistance and has been working among 
the world’s poor for over 45 years.’’ 


Msgr. William Kraft, diocesan director of the annual 
appeal, said CRS is the first agency to arrive at scenes of 
disaster and poverty because it operates centers in most 
Third World countries. 

_ CRS reported giving $500,000 in emergency relief to 
help victims of last year’s flood that ravaged Bangladesh, 
leaving 28 million people homeless 

“Part of CRS’s mission in Bangladesh is to help the 
people find long-term solutions to local ecological and 
socio-economic problems,’’ the agency explains. 

To this end, the Catholic Church in Bangladesh, in 
partnership with CRS, created a relief organization called 
Caritas Bangladesh, which manages 32 developmental 
and relief projects. 

Bishop Maher cited other agencies which receive 
ABOA funds, including Migration and Refugee Services 


that is “‘currently easing the pain of relocation for 
thousands of wayfarers who have been forced to flee their 
homelands as a result of oppression, war or famine.’’ 

- Other programs funded by the ABOA include: 

e Apostleship of the Sea, which helps feed, clothe and 
counsel merchant mariners and their families who are in 
need; 

® United States Catholic Conference Department of 
Social Development and World Peace, which develops 
policy for the USCC and does advocacy work on national 
legislation. 

Through U.S. government in-kind gifts and matching 
fund programs from other national and international 
agencies, the church is able to multiply the benefits of 
these donations, in some cases, by 25 times the original 
amount, the ABOA reported.

CHULA VISTA — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher took steps to integrate women 
even further into leadership roles in the 
local church during a meeting of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council, Feb. 18, at 
St. Rose of Lima parish hall. 

He asked the eight-member steering 
committee that gathered and compiled a 
diocesan response to the first draft of the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on women to 
also serve as an advisory group on further 
integrating women into: the ministry of 
the diocese. 

The bishop took the action during 
discussion that followed a report on the 
diocesan feedback process and on the 
compilation of responses from people of 
the diocese regarding the draft. The 
report has been sent to the U.S. bishops’ 
committee that is drafting the proposed 
letter, ‘‘Partners in the Mystery of 
Redemption.”’ 

In reference to the diocesan report that 
called for a more equal role for women in 
the church, Bishop Maher said that ‘‘over 
the years, we have tried to integrate 
women into the different departments 
(including leadership positions) of the 
diocese.”’ 

In charging the committee with a new 
function, he said there is room for 
consultation and more integration. 

In reporting on the diocesan response 
to the first draft of the letter, compiled 
from feedback processes in parishes 
throughout the diocese, Dr. Donna 
Dawkins-Baytop, a DPC member and 
member of the input steering committee, 
said five clear points arose. 

In addition to a more equal role for 
women, the respondents also asked the

bishops for more dialogue regarding the 
ordination of -women and to make 
leadership roles usually reserved for men 
available to women as well, she said. 


They also called for action to support 
the proposed document on women in the 
church and challenged the U.S. bishops 
to implement an aggressive program of 
change for more equality for women, 
such as equal pay for equal work, Baytop 
reported. 


In responding to the report, Sister 
Eleanor McNally, CPPS, who represents 
the Sisters’ Council on the DPC, related 
that the Leadership Conference of 


Women Religious suggested that because 


of various concerns ‘‘the bishops not issue 
such a pastoral letter at this time.”’ 
Baytop responded that if nothing is 
done, it will ‘“‘just create factions’? and 
that doesn’t help women in the’church. 
She said, ‘‘The pastoral response is 
trying to give input to the U.S. bishops. 


They have the responsibility to add their ~ 


pastoral knowledge to it. We are trying to 
influence them but not change theology.”’ 

Mary Bixby, chair of the input steering 
committee on the women’s pastoral, 
reported that Bishop Thomas Grady of 
Orlando, Fla., told a U.S. bishops- 
sponsored West Coast conference on 
“Women’s Concerns and the Local 
Church,”’ held Feb. 8-10, that not issuing 


the letter at this time would be 
counterproductive because the dialogue 
across the country has been positive. 

Bishop Grady is a member of the 
women’s pastoral drafting committee. 

In the Bishop’s Forum part of the DPC 
meeting, Bishop Maher focused on Pope 
John Paul II’s recently issued document, 
“‘The Vocation and Mission of the Lay 
Faithful in the Church and in the 
World.”’ 

As it is addressed to the lay faithful, ‘‘it 
is your document,”’ he told his grassroots’ 
advisory body. He said each parish 
council in the diocese should use this 
document as a study guide for lay 
involvement in the church. 

The document, which focuses on the 
laity’s role in evangelization, fits in well - 
with the current study of the proposed 
diocesan program ‘‘Minister One to 
Another,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

Evie McGreevy, director of 
evangelization for St. Gabriel parish, 
Poway, and two of the parish’s various 
team coordinators presented an overview 
of that parish’s new outreach ministry. 

The various evangelization teams, to 
meet specific needs, include women’s 
ministry, the divorced, seniors and 
hospitality. The program also hopes to 
establish teams for the newly married and 
for AL-ANON, children of alcoholic 
parents, McGreevy reported. 

The first year of the program has been 
mostly people reaching out and listening 
to others and “‘responding to what we 
hear,”’ she said. 

Father Charles Fuld, administrator of 
St. Rose of Lima parish, and some of the 
parish’s staff described to the DPC a 
parish with active lay involvement in a 
variety of ministries, especially to the 
poor on both sides of the border. 


Pastor heads ecumenical conference

SAN DIEGO — Father Dennis 
Mikulanis, pastor of Holy Spirit Church 
and chairman of the diocesan 
Commission for Ecumenical- and 
Interreligious Affairs, was elected 
president of the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference at its Feb. 5 
meeting. 

Father Mikulanis is the second Catholic 
priest elected to that post. Msgr. John 
Portman, pastor of Sacred Heart Church, 
Coronado, served as presiderit in 
1973-74, according to Patricia Munley, 
ecumenical conference administrator. 

Father Mikulanis told Southern Cross he 
will share the function of spokesperson 
with Rev. Vaughan Lyons, executive 
director of the group and_ retired 
Presbyterian Navy chaplain. 

Father Mikulanis, a 10-year member of 
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the conference, said he will continue to 
implement its five-year plan to ‘‘put the 
conference on a sound financial basis, 
increase ecumenical awareness’’ 
throughout the community and promote 
Christian unity. + 

Twenty-eight Catholic parishes are 
members of the ecumenical conference 
which is represented by 107 
congregations and 12 religious traditions, 
Munley said. 

Member churches provide financial 
support to the conference and participate 
in its activities, Father Mikulanis 
explained. 

The ecumenical conference sponsors 
several programs, including ‘‘Sunday 
Focus,’’ a weekly TV presentation of 
local church news; the AIDS Chaplaincy 
Program which assists person with AIDS, 
their families and friends; and the San 
Diego Seafarer’s Mission which serves 
crew members of cruise ships, 
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commercial fishing boats and merchant 
cargo. 

Deacon William Pollock of St. Agnes 
Church, Point Loma, is chaplain of the 
seafarer’s mission. 

Father Mikulanis earned a doctorate in 
theology, specializing in ecumenism, in 
1986 at the Angelicum University in 
Rome. 

He chairs the Catholic Ecumenical 
Officers for Region 11, consisting of 
California, Nevada and Hawaii. 

He is also a member of the North 
American Academy of Ecumenists and 
the standing committee of Roman 
Catholic and Episcopal Ecumenical 
Officers which develops theological 
ecumenical studies. 

In addition, Father Mikulanis 
participates in the annual - National 
Workshop for Christian Unity and the 
National Workshop for Christian-Jewish 
relations. 
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Conference labels 
Bush’s budget 
‘mean-spirited’ 


Addressing Congress Feb. 9, President Bush 
described his fiscal 1990 $1.16 trillion budget as a plan 

r ‘‘building a better America.”’ 

“Our first obligation is to the most vulnerable — 
infants, poor mothers, children living in poverty — and 
my proposed budget recognizes this,’’ he told Congress. 

As details of his 193-page document became 
available, .however, budget watchers at the U.S. 
Catholic Conference and a non-profit research group, 
the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, used terms 


such as ‘‘mean-spirited’’ and ‘‘misleading’’ to 
characterize it. 
In general, in domestic spending, ‘‘he’s cutting 


several billion dollars from programs that have already 
been devastated under the Reagan budgets,’’ said 
Thomas Shellabarger, staff specialist for urban and 
economic issues in the USCC Office of Domestic Social 
Development. ‘‘This is not a kinder, gentler budget. It 
is a mean-spirited budget.”’ : 

Shellabarger and other budget-watchers claimed that 
the budget fails to calculate a defense spending ‘‘freeze”’ 
the same way it does a ‘‘freeze’’ for domestic social 
spending. 

Bush, in the budget, recommended ‘‘a one-year 
freeze on the real growth of the defense budget.”’ 

Yet, he sought not a freeze on growth in entitlements 
but a ‘‘trimming’”’ of growth — in programs such as the

senior citizens’ health program, Medicare, or federal 
employee health benefits. 

At the same time, the budget also said that ‘‘returning 
to fiscal balance requires freezing aggregate spending ... 
at their 1989 levels’ for expenses in the ‘discretionary 
spending category,’ which includes such diverse items 
as the Women, Infant and Children nutrition program 
for the poor, or WIC; mass transit; child welfare; infant 
mortality prevention; environmental protection; and 
national parks. 

Bush suggested that WIC and other human resource 
programs ‘‘are natural examples’’ of programs that 
‘‘might be in line for funding increases.’’ To facilitate 
that while still ‘‘applying the freeze’? on spending, he 
wants to eliminate funds for various mass transit and 
transportation needs. 

Bush’s plan ‘‘means cutting deeply into domestic 
spending programs. What we end up talking about is a 
10-15 percent decrease,’’ Shellabarger said. 

Nevertheless, ‘‘from what we’re seeing, Mr. Bush has 
again been overly generous with defense,’’ the USCC 
staff member added. 

The Center on Budget and Policy Priorities reported 
in a budget analysis that ‘‘the claim that funds would be 
frozen for both the Pentagon and the domestic 
programs’’ in Bush’s plan ‘‘is misleading.”’ 

It noted that defense spending would get a ‘‘full 
inflation adjustment’? while education, for example, 
would not. ‘‘As in many of the Reagan (administration) 
budgets, a ‘double standard’ is thereby applied when it 
comes to measuring changes in defense and domestic 
spending,”’ the center added. 

Bush’s budget proposes $141 million, up from $124 
million, for adoption-related programs, including the 
Adolescent Family Life Act, which deals with teen-age 
pregnancy problems. 

The budget noted that ‘‘for pregnant teen-agers who 
might consider abortion, the administration firmly 
believes that adoption, not abortion, is the course to 
pursue.’ 

Under another budget category of ‘ ‘meeting special 
obligations --a kinder, gentler America,’’ Bush proposes 
increasing outlays for the McKinney Act, which funds 
programs for the homeless, from the $408 million 
expected in 1989 to $496 million, and for Medicaid, the 
government health program for the poor, from $34.3 
billion to $37.6 billion. 

Nonetheless, while proposing to expand mandatory 
Medicaid coverage to include more pregnant women 
and poor children, Bush also wants to end funding for 
certain costs of administering the program. 

“Tt’s dollar for dollar,’’? Shellabarger said. ‘‘Every 
dollar he put into Medicaid he took out of the 
administrative costs. This is what we mean when he is 
not being forthright with the American people.”’ 

Shellabarger said the budget uses a similar approach 
to housing and homelessness. 
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Along with fantastic advances in health care and 
improvement in the quality of life, the seemingly 
unlimited possibilities of modern technology bring us 
face to face with difficult and profound moral questions 
that must be addressed in the formation of public policy. 

When we have the ability to do just about anything, 
we need more than ever to ask the moral question, what 
ought we do? We have to recognize that among the 
many things science and technology now enable us to 
do, there are some things that ought never to be done 
and should never be sanctioned by law. 

It was precisely to explore such moral questions that 
the National Institutes of Health in 1988 appointed a 
21-member advisory panel to examine the scientific, 
ethical and legal issues related to the use of fetal tissues 
and organs in medical research and practice. The NIH 
had received a grant application to implant fetal brain 
tissue experimentally in people suffering from 
Parkinson’s disease and had called a moratorium on 
such fetal research until the issues could be fully studied. 

In a recent editorial, Commonweal suggested that the 
issue would be much more obvious — and the panel’s 
task easier — if the use of human fetuses as a highly 
effective and efficient fertilizer was in question. Even if 
it would offer a cost-efficient, non-polluting, non- 
carcinogenic solution to world hunger, people would be 
morally outraged at the proposal of using human fetal 
remains for fertilizer. 

But the critical thought, if not the moral sensibility, of 
a majority of the members of the NIH panel was thrown 
out of whack by their almost exclusive focus on the 
immediate healing and life-enhancing use of fetal tissue. 
After all, the proper application of fetal tissue may 
promise new life to young people afflicted with 
childhood diabetes and AIDS. 

So the advisory panel on Jan. 9 recommended to the 
NIH that the federal government grant funding for fetal 
tissue research, including tissue obtained by induced 
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abortions. Though the panel’s report gave lip service to 
the ‘‘moral relevance’’ of abortion to the ethics of the 
experimental use of fetuses, the majority report refused, 
in effect, to address the fundamental question of the 
morality of the means by which fetal tissue would be 
obtained. A good end, such as extending a person’s life 
with a heart transplant, cannot justify an evil means, 
such as murdering someone to get the healthy heart. 

The panel’s report contends that appropriate policies 
can be worked out to distance the actual use of fetuses by 
medical science from the procedures by which the 
fetuses are obtained. This seems naive at best with what 
threatens to become a highly lucrative commercial 
enterprise, if the public policy brakes are not put on at 
the outset. 

As one of the dissenting members of the NIH advisory 
panel, Holy Cross Father James Burtchaell, has written, 
‘Experimentation upon fetal tissue derived from 
elective abortion places the scientist in moral complicity 
with the abortionist.’’ Enforcing this ethical objection to 
using aborted fetal tissues and organs for medical 
research and treatment is the fact that there is no one 
who could rightfully grant the informed consent 
ethically required for experimental use of electively 
aborted fetal remains. 

In light of these serious moral considerations, one 
must hope that President George Bush will reject the 
advisory panel’s recommendations and issue an 
executive order banning the practice of experimentation 
upon human fetal remains obtained by elective 
abortion.

Korean church shows growth 


Two hundred years ago there were only a handful of 
Catholics in Korea. They were members of a remarkable 
group of laymen who had become Catholics from their 
own study, and who then traveled several hundred miles 
by foot to the nearest Catholic bishop in China to receive 
Baptism. That was in 1784. 

Many of those first Korean Catholics died as martyrs, 

but they were determined to spread the faith. Although for 
the first 50 years ofits existence the Korean Church had no 
priests or bishops of its own, it continued to grow. When 
the first missionaries arrived in Korea in 1836 they founda 
flourishing church already in existence, with its own 
martyrs and 50,000 baptized Catholics. 
- Today the Catholic Church in Korea has over 2 million 
members and continues to grow at a phenomenal rate. 
Korean Catholics have doubled in number in the past ten 
years and will likely double again by the year 2000. The 
Korean church is generally regarded as the fastest growing 
national church in the world today. 

Korean seminaries are filled, with 1,100 Korean men 
now preparing for ordination. Young women are joining 
religious communities in even greater numbers. The 
Korean church has formed its own foreign mission society 
and is now sending some of its priests abroad as 
missionaries. 

Cardinal Stephen Kim, Archbishop of Seoul, played a 
major part in the 1986 political protests which restored 
democracy to Korea after a decade of military rule. 
Although Catholics make up only 5 percent of Korea’s 
population (another 20 percent are Protestants) Cardinal 
Kim is looked on as a national moral leader by many non- 
Catholics. 

‘The growth of the Korean church over the past 20 
years, as well asthe prestige it enjoysin Korean society, has 


been miraculous,’’ says Rev. Michael O’Loughlin, a 
Columban missionary who served there. He believes the 
Korean church’s ‘‘stance on human rights is a principal 
factor leading to the present high rate of conversions and 
church credibility.”’ 

The dark spot in this picture is the division of Korea into 
north and south, with North Korea controlled by a 
communist government. But even here “ae are signs of 
hope. 

The Korean church’s remarkable growth is receiving 
recognition this year because it will host the 44th 
International Eucharistic Congress in October. 

Held roughly every five years, the Eucharistic 
Congresses are something of a ‘family reunion’ for 
Catholics from around the world. The theme of this year’s 
Congress is ‘‘Christ Our Peace.’’ Catholics from more 
than 65 nations will spend four days sharing the Eucharist 
and discussing the relationship between the Eucharist and 
peace. 

There will be official delegations from each nation, as 
well as many individuals travelling to Korea in various 
voluntary pilgrimages. There are an estimated 170,000 
Korean Catholics living in the United States and several 
groups will attend the Congress. 

This gathering of Catholics from around the would in 
a nation where 200 years ago the Catholic faith was 
unknown, is a chance for Catholics everywhere to share 
in one of the most exciting stories of growth in the 
church’s entire history. ;

ALCALA PARK — A Filipino 
surgeon who is the president of Serra 
International urged some 75 participants 
at a Feb. 18 workshop to follow in Jesus’ 
footsteps, bring others to Christ and 
encourage fellow believers to discern and 
accept their Christian vocation. 

The workshop, entitled ‘‘God’s Call 
and My Response,’’ was held at the 
University of San Diego and sponsored 
by the Filipino Commission of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council. 

Dr. Rizal Pangilinan, a cataract and 
implant surgeon from Wheeling, W. Va., 
who leads the international organization 
that fosters and supports vocations to the 
priesthood and religious life, addressed 
three subjects: lay spirituality, 
evangelization and vocations, through 
personal experiences. 

“*True spirituality is to live your life in 
the footsteps of Jesus,’’ he said. ‘‘The call 
of Christ is to be his friend and to bring 
others to be his friends.’’ 

‘Spirituality is not only an individual 
relationship with the Lord. We must be 
part of a Christian community. We must 
be church,”’ he explained. d 

Pangilinan explained that at one time 
his religion was on ‘‘automatic pilot’? — 
he went through the motions of being a 
Christian because he had been taught to, 
not because he wanted to. 

Through the guidance of a spiritual 
director, he gained priorities in life, he 
explained. First, he said, he is a son of 
God; second, a husband; third, a father; 
and fourth, a doctor. 

The source of one’s energy, he said, is 
God. ‘‘Without God, there is nothing 
possible. With God there is nothing 
impossible.”’ 

Pangilinan said it is important to lead 
one’s life around Jesus. ‘‘By the lives you 
lead, you touch the lives of others’’ by 
enabling them to see’ Christ in their 
families, jobs and social and civic

situations. ° 
One way that people might come to 


know God, said Pangilinan, is through - 


evangelization. When one passes on good 
news to another, the proclaimer must be 
sincere and the news ‘‘so good that it’s 
almost unbelievable,’’ he explained. 

The one who hears the news, must also 
sincerely believe it, he noted. 

“The problem with our good news, is 
that it’s too good to be true. Who would 
believe you if you said ‘If you believe in 
Jesus Christ you will never die’ ’’? he 
asked. .

evangelization is an overflow of God’s 
love,’’ he said. However, that overflow of 
love must begin in the home. ‘‘We must 
show our excitement (of the good news) 
by the authenticity of our lives,’’ he 
explained. 

Pangilinan’s concluding presentation 
focused on the call to holiness, which 
everyone shares, he said. ‘‘Then we are 
called to the more. specific vocations of 
laity, priesthood and Religious.”’ 

This call, he explained, is an inner 
calling which many don’t hear because 
there is ‘too much noise —_ physically 
and mentally.”’ 


Temporary church facility in Bonita to be blessed 


BONITA — A temporary facility for 
Corpus Christi Church, Bonita, expected 
to serve the young parish until its first 
church can be built, will be blessed on 
March 5 at a special 9:30 a.m. liturgy.

Msgr. Kulleck and Father John 
Proctor, Corpus Christi pastor, will 
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concelebrate the Mass. 

The parish, founded in 1984, moved 
into its new quarters on Jan. 14. It seats 
250 for Mass. Classes, meetings and 
social functions are held elsewhere. 

Previously, the parish had utilized 
temporary quarters for Sunday Masses at 
the Bonita Golf Club. 

With funds from a building campaign, 
the parish has purchased a five-acre site in 
Bonita Long Canyon and hopes to break 
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ground for a permanent church in 1990. 
Preliminary designs have already been 
completed for the new church. 

The parish currently has 800 registered 
families, but it is projected that within 
two years of the completion of a 
permanent church, the enrollment will 
reach at least 2,000 families.

Instead of watching television for four 
or five hours, people should use that time 
to reflect, pray and listen to God, he said. 
However, this does not mean one has to 
give up television, he added. 

Pangilinan said God is not asking us to 
give up, just go on to something better. 
For example, he said, if one doesn’t want 
to be fat, then one avoids ice cream, not 
because ice cream. is bad, but because 
there is something healthier, something 
better. 

‘‘There are five aspects that we as 
Christians have to do in order to increase 
vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life,’’ he explained. 

e Awareness — make people more 
aware that God is calling them. by 
praying, posters, essay contests; 

e Recruitment — making it easier for 
those who are called to listen to the call; 

e¢ Formation — nurturing the person 


through the formation process; 


¢ Continuing education — the 
mechanics of basic teachings are always 
changing; 

e Affirmation — telling people they 
have done a good job. 


Pangilinan concluded his presentation 
with the notion that everyone has one 
basic hunger — the hunger to be loved, 
appreciated and worthwhile. 

This hunger, he noted, can be 
temporarily satisfied by material objects 
but after that ‘‘you hunger for more.”’ 

“Until our heart hungers for God we 
will not be satisfied. The hunger can only 
be filled by God’s love which is 
unconditional.”’ 

Ric Ricasa, vice president of the 
Filipino Commission, said the workshop 
was a great opportunity to keep in touch 
with members of the. commission and 
continue to actively participate in the 
faith. 

‘*T believe Dr. Pangilinan’s talk really 
awakened our spiritual consciousness. It’s — 
a blessing we had this seminar ”’ in Lent, 
Ricassa told Southern Cross.

church to be involved’”’ in the task force. ‘““Churches 
usually take the lead’’ in addressing problems of 
homelessness, she said, referring to the St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center. 

Others on the 17-member task force include 
representatives from businesses, government and social 
service agencies, Chavez explained. 

The task force’s mission statement summarizes its 
goals: to assist the homeless to help themselves obtain 
decent, safe, permanent housing and become more 
productive members of the community, and to alleviate 
the negative impact of homelessness on the community at 
large.”’ 

Observers of migrant camps agree on the need for 
decent housing for the migrant workers. 

Father Wright described those living east of the: abbey 
in ‘‘cardboard hovels, some covered with thin plastic 
sheets.’’ Without plumbing and means of food disposal, 
the camps ‘‘become an eyesore and a health hazard,’’ he 
said. 

A few families, including women carrying babies in 
their shawls, walk up the hill to the abbey for meals. Some 
receive donated food at-a center operated by the abbey, he 
added. 

Others sleep in wrecked cars — “‘any place they can get 
something over their heads,’’ he added. 

Chavez recalled her recent tour of migrant camps 
where she saw a family with eight children living in ‘‘tin 
and plywood lean-tos.’’ The youth looked ‘‘displaced and 
disoriented,’’ she said. ‘“The pleading look on one little 
girl’s eyes seemed to ask, ‘What happens to me now?’ ”’ 

Last week Goodman showed Southern Cross a camp in 
the San Luis Rey River Valley where some 200 migrants 
live in rows of 4-foot-high cardboard and plywood 
‘‘casitas’’ that line ravines near a grower’s strawberry 
and tomato fields. 

Three or four men sleep in the 36-square-foot 
enclosures that protect them from nighttime temperatures 
below 30 degrees, he said.

From a larger plastic-covered shack, blaring radio 
music drowned out the thumping of a basketball game 
played by men using a makeshift hoop. 

Eggshells and oil cans were among sacks of garbage 
littering thickets and weeds that partially concealed the 
drawf-like dwellings. 

But migrants cannot call such surroundings their home 
for long. Citizen complaints often persuade city councils 
to work with the county health department to close the 
camps. : 


Seven camps near Encinitas — one with 1,000 
migrants — are undergoing abatement now, Goodman 
said. 


Msgr. Henry Fawcett, pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel Church, Encinitas, which ministers to migrants 
in a nearby camp, said that ‘‘closing the camps borders on 
immorality. We are willing to hire these workers to put 
food on our tables, but do not provide housing for them.”’ 

If the city and county abates, they should relocate’’ the 
migrants, Chavez said. ‘‘If you chase them out of one 
canyon,”’ they’ll go to another area. 

‘*We’re in a state of emergency,’’ she added. ‘Unless a 
solution is found, “‘we are all a part of the problem.”’ 

The deputy mayor said the task force for the homeless 
will obtain an inventory of the numbers and kinds of 
migrant workers, get growers’ input on housing their 
laborers, design a work plan and obtain funding — ‘‘from 
any source.’’ 

People’s attitudes of ‘‘disdain’’ toward migants is a 
major problem, she said, but “that is beginning to 
change.”’

As the task.force begins to tackle its many problems, 
Catholic clergy and lay people will continue their ministry 
to the farm workers. 

Father Howard said personnel at Mission San Luis Rey 
refer the migrants to centers for food and shelter, serve 
them breakfast in the parish center and house a few 
women and children in the retreat center or classrooms. 

The mission hires some migrants on a short-term basis, 
he added. “‘They expect to be received respectfully at the 
mission which symbolizes the history of their people.”’ 

Msgr. Fawcett and his associate, Father Christopher 
Merris, celebrate Mass each week for migrants at a camp 
within Our Lady of Mount Carmel’s parish boundaries. 

Parishioners distribute food and clothing to these 
workers and transport them to clinics and hospitals. Two 
nurses attend to their medical needs, the pastor said. 

Franciscan Father Augustine Ortiz of Mission San Luis 
Rey said he celebrates Mass for migrants on Saturday 
evenings in a field near Oceanside. 

Some 50 farm workers receive food, clothing and 
referral services each month at Catholic Community 
Services’ Ecumenical Services Center in Oceanside, said 
administrative aide Florence Duncan. 

Deacon Kutler said a dozen or more migrants are 
among the 200 served evening meals at Brother Benno’s 
Kitchen. ; 

A Camp Pendleton physician will begin his volunteer 
medical screening at the kitchen this month, the deacon 
said. 

‘‘We have an obligation to help our brothers and sisters 
retain their dignity and live like human beings,’’ the 
deacon said.

At the heart of both books are seven 
principles of relationships based on love, 
with three benefits to be gained from 
putting them into practice.

Film warps view of education 


“‘The Chocolate War’ (M.C.E.G.) 
tries to parallel teen peer pressure with 
fascist repression, but its heavy-handed, 
skewed focus ultimately destroys its 
credibility. 

Adapted by actor-turned-writer- 
director Keith Gordon from the novel by 
Robert Cormier, ‘‘The Chocolate War’’ 
unfolds in St. Trinity’s, a parochial 
school for boys in Any City, USA. The 
school seems inordinately obsessed with 
candy fund-raisers. 

The chocolate sales are run by sadistic 


_ Brother Leon (John Glover), who hopes - 


. to parlay this year’s event into a record- 
breaker to enhance his chances for 


promotion. His maniacal zeal to double 
last year’s quota may also have something 
to do with the fact that he financed the 
candy with misappropriated school funds. 
Despite the boys’ initial indifference, 
Brother Leon whips up candy fever with 
the aid of the school’s secret fraternity of 
sociopathic thugs. The Vigils are headed 
by power-mad Carter (Adam Baldwin) 
and his intellectual henchman, Archie 
(Wally Ward). The Vigils pick off 
underclassmen like the butterflies pinned 
in the box over Archie’s bed. The 
younger boys are _ psychologically 
humiliated into performing nasty pranks 
against the school and the brothers. 
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The film’s message about the 
potentially dangerous, limitless power of 
peer pressure and the _ sociopathic 


individuals who are lured into peer power 
positions can be related to the political 
universe at large. But this mighty theme 
is ultimately diminished by the scenario’s 
small-minded, unbalanced focus. 
Religion ‘is oddly absent from St. 
Trinity’s environs, and the warped view 
of parochial education as a_ potent 
breeding ground for secret anarchy and 
repression is nonsensically overwrought.

Chavez habl6 de su visita reciente alos campamentos de 
estos trabajadores enmigrantes, y vid a familias con odio, 
nifios viviendo ‘‘en drozas de madera y lata.’’ Los jovenes 
parecfan desorientados, dijo ella. ‘“La mirada de las nifias 
pequefias parecfan preguntar ‘Que sera de mf ahora?’ ”” 

La semana pasada Goodman enseiié a Southern Cross un 
campamento en San Luis Rey River Valley donde uno 200 
enmigrantes viven en lineas de casitas de 4 pies de altura 
hechas de cartén y madera alineadas en los barranco cerca 
de los campos de tomates y fresas. 

Tres o cuatro hombres duermen en un cobertizo de unos 
36 pies que les protege de las bajas temperaturas que por las 
noches llegan a menos de 30 grados, dice. 

Pero esta gente no podra por mucho tiempo llamar “‘su 
casa’’ a estos alrededores. Las quejas de los ciudadanos 
residentes con frecuencia a los consejeros de la ciudad a 
trabajar con el departamento de salud del condado para 
que cierren estos campamentos. 

Siete campamentos junto a Encinitas — uno con mas de 
1,000 enmigrantes — estan en proceso de ser 
desmantelados, Goodman dijo. 

‘*Sila ciudad o el condado destruye estos campamentos 
— esta gente debe ser llevada a otro lugar’’, dijo Chavez. 
“*Si se les persigue y se les echa de un cafion, ellos se irana 
otro. 

‘*Estamos en un estado de urgencia’’, afiadié ella, ‘‘Al 
menos que encontremos una solucidn, todos formamos 
parte del problema.”’ 

La asistente del alcaldé dijo que la Task Force para las 
personas sin hogar obtendrd un inventario del numero y 
clase de los trabajadores enmigrantes, obtendrda la opinfon 
de los agricultores sobre el suministro de viviendas para 
sus trabajadores, disefiard un plan de trabajo, y obtendrd , 
fondos, ‘‘no importa de donde procedan.”’ 

La actitud de desprecio de la gente hacia estos 
trabajadores es un problema grande, dijo ella, pero ya 
comienza a cambiar. 

Mientras la Task Force resuelve los muchos prebleriae 
el clero y la gente catdlica en general continuard su 
ministerio a los trabajadores del campo.
